ia a problem of interest to the while civilbsad 
world. Benin hi. last expedition h* had ae- 
qiiirect 1 high character among a class of dis- 
cover*™ whose achieiemsTslfl liars ever taken a 
strong bold on the public, esteem— a claai, t^o, 
whoirh'ves lm-e not uncommonly been aacrificed 
10 open barbarnni enuntnee to civilised man. Nor 
have their efforta been nnaTailing. The coun- 
tries they hire discovered now afford a field far 
the commercial ar bene talent enterprise of 
■Europe. New Holland now ihowt 
flocks ami horde and hornesteaua whure 
wiiliin the last twenty or thirty years 
there was nothing but the wandering black — or 
silence unbroken from the Creation. 

All the dancer and lose attendant on these 
nobis enterprises are with tb« energetic and 
gallant men who Tonture on the unknown 
wMorneis. They are liable to a thoneand mls- 
forlunes— the failure of their proTiaiom — the 
•oircity of water— the itraying of their cattle— 
iHness resulting from fatigue and prWation — 
any nf these terminate their progrese ; and Ihey 
arc eipoaed to the suspicion and calumny of 
people incapable of comprehending eaaualtiea, 
which often defeat tbe best concerted 
plana. But the great rtek of Australian 
adventute is doabr.lt as from the attacks 
of ihs UacWs. Like all aaTag* tiibea the 
biarke of Australia here mairilisus agiLtly and 
i-unninit. They conceal their own track — are 
scarcely distinguishable at a alight dittanea fmm 
the seared trees of the buib, «d hy their know- 
ledge o( toanlry they can appear astatn and 
egain — now in the rear, and now in tab. of ihoee 
they mean to atlJck. Woe to An traveller who 
for a moment suspenda his vigHsew, ot true-e 
to I he idea that blacks are taw*. Ten moat 
sanguinary and feroetoiie are those 
a position bslwesn the nai potts of

must be provided. There are here none of those 
resources which thickly inhabited countriet, 
however htibuoos, offer to the traveller. Un- 
less everyihing necessary for sustenince and de- 
fence be at hand, ta venture ia mere madness— 
it is merely going to the slaughter, 

The colony owes to Ltir-HHARnx's memory 
anoiber effort. He was not only intrepid and 
entciprising ; he was successful. His former, 
journeys wen> acknowledged by ths colony ae a 
public service, and indeed ire already reap arms 
of their frui's It is no eicuae that we cannot 
hope to find him alive. We owe him, first, ihs 
solution of the mfstsry of his fate, and then i 
munumeqi to record what indeed history will 
not forget. 

The attempts hitherto made to reir,lve this 
problem btb acknowledged an all hands to have 
been insufficient. The report . of the blacks nre 
confuted and uncertain; they probably mia- 
unrieistwl the questions, and then the Inlerro- 
galcrs misunderstand the answers they receive. 
Il seems unaccountable that no 
traces should bs found of new tracks, or any 
part of the bsg Kl ge, if they perished within any 
moderate distance from the scene of the last 
enquiry. 

The gentlemen who propose a search after Dr. 
Leu HHtnni and his companions, think, that il 
will he likely to repay the toil and cost by its 
collateral advantages— by laying open more fully 
the country only Just known ; and. perhaps, 
by making us acquainted with important regions 
jot unheard of. We have long fslt thiit about 
the most important of our intercsta as colonists, 
is the full caominalion of these vast territories. 
No year should be suffered to pass without 
fresh efforts ; and no person ought to stand 
higher avaongst us than thone men who give ui 
the key to land of insppreciabie worth. 

The anrctt for LirciinaAOT will he, 
doubtless, planned to accomplish its prim try 
abject — the determination or the time, 
pi ice. and manner of his end, or 
whatever information on an; of these topics it 
maybe possible to attain; but, consistently 
with this, great and valuable accessions may be 
made to our geographical knowledge. 

The story of GAnBtt?, prompted by thenoti- 
riono Ur Beer, ish-ld bjmoatto be falsa, ltia 
not at all likely that be would possess exclusive 
information— or that, having It, he would con- 
ceal it so long, Many stories of the kind have 
been told for ths last half -century r they require 
hut lit'te invention, hut can rarely he disproved 
except by actual search. No doubt it ia passible 
to be too incredulous, even in a case like this, 
and the Government did wisely by lifting the 
tale. There have always been some white men 
Living in a eemL-savage state, with native 
women. They have been for the greater part 
settled on islsnds, and had. with them 
native women only, bat anything like a tattle - 
menl an tlie continent could not be concealed, 
especially if supplies were obtained from this 
colony. 

It would be roily to Indulge any sanguine ex- 
pectation respecting LticHBj.aBT and his com. 
paoy. They have almost certainly passed to 
the bourne [from which no traveller returns, 
fire sing as the hope may be, reason forbids m to 
cherish it, except an a shadowy possibility. Pru- 
dence demands that ths expedition should be 
fully prepared to complete the discovery of the 
distant places which I.xic aaaknr went to ex- 
plore, that thus with his memory we may not 
only associate hit own eminent achievement* 
but those which may be attained by thj migic 



Tn* evidence taken before thn Committee of 
the Lrgi.latire Council, list teision, relative to 
shipwrecks at Mo re ton Bay and Newcastle, bat 
recently issued from the printing office. Late 
events have given a fresh interest to all that 
relates to the accessibility of our colonial har- 
bours. The committee was moved for 
by Captain Towsft, in the Legislative 
Council, during the session of 18S6-7 ; 
nnd the questions put to the 'witncitet 
are obviously framed to elicit a confirma- 
tion or a foregone conclusion. Still the evidence 
ia on the whole harmonious. With respect to 
the port of Newcastle, so, roe difference of 
opinion existed as to the value of a capstan 
fixed on the cittern put of the point, clone to 
Nohby't, (o haul vessels up, but ill 
were agreed that a powerful steam 
tug would obviate the dangers and dif- 
ficulties or the port. A Government itsum-tug 
tt was asserted would more than pay expenses. 
It ii true that the experiment has been triad 
twice as a private speculation, and that in bo'h 
insiancei it failed. This was attributed to tht 
fact that the shipping buiincn was dull at the 
time, and that the charges made were so heavy 
as to deter vessels from making use of this as 
sistance, Nearly all the coai shipped from 
Newcastle is sent away to ports to the south- 
ward, and vessels ing to load therefor* come 
from the southward. The entrance to the har- 
bour is at> shaped that it often happens that ves- 
sels arriving with a fair wind find it a foul wind 
for getting inside, the narrowness of the channel 
affording but Little room for beating up ; and 
t'ift rfit-ta vessels ready lo start would qJten 
have u tvi wind onttide. if they could but get 
uut to take advantage of it. The contingencies, 
therefore, when a steam tug would be princi- 
pally useful, ire mainly two~-nrtt, when vessels 
arrive off the port with the wind blowing to 
strongly from the south or south- weal thit (Ivy 
cannot brat into sheltered water ; and secondly, 
when vessels ready laden are Lying wind bound 
inside the harbour. Under any other circum- 
stances than these, ships can manage lo do with- 
out help, and would not, therefore, incur the 
charge for ■ stctm-tag union compelled to do 
so. A steam -lug, the us of which w«s optional, 
would hardty find sufficient employment 
to make it pvy, the best proof of which is, that 
private enterprise does not supply on*. But 
the witness*, atl agreed that if a Government 
•team - tun were supplied, and a tax. laid on all 
vessels entering the harbour, in proportion to 
thtir tonnage, the tug would pay. Il 
wit also tilted that 1he lug would be 
adlitionally useful in removing type lo 
and from the ballast whtrves and the shoots, 
and j*. keep the ttream clear, and eipsdite the 
business of the port.
